Defence in Murder Trial Sets 


Up a Story of Self 


Defense. 


Murderer Say s He Used Chair to 


Beat Off Wife's Attack With 


Fist and Razo r. 


In the Sherman trial Saturday the 
defense introduced twelve witnesses, 
p rincip ally railroad men, who testified 
to Sherman’s good character and good 
habits 
The testimony of Dr. G. A. 
Herman and others in Hamilton was 
introduced to show that Mrs. Mayme 
Sherman was not a woman of good 
moral character and that she was p os­ 
sessed of a violent temp er. 
Dr. Her­ 
man testified that he was called to 
treat an old lady at Sherman s home 
last July and found Sherman’s mother 
there and also Mrs. Mayme Sherman. 
Mrs. Mary A. Sherman was suffering 
from a p ain in her fore arm. 
She said 
-ler daughter-in-law hit her on the 
arm with a club. 
She was about 65 
or 68 years old. 
Mayme said to Sher­ 
man that she was goi ng to leave: 
“ This settles it,” she said, “ I am not 
fit to live with you.” Sherman told 
her she would not leave; that if any 
one left it would be his mother. 
W it­ 
ness then made arrangements and sent 
the old lady to a hosp ital at Oxford. 
The witness was asked if in view of 
Sherman’s condition when on the op ­ 
erating table at the hosp ital he was 
resp onsible for any statement he made 
to the chief of p olice. 
The witness 
said he did not think he was. 
An iceman testified that at about 11 
o’clock a. m. on the day of the m ur­ 
der, he delivered ice at t’;e Sherman 
home and that Mrs. Sherman rem ark­ 
ed to him : “ There will be hell here 
again tonight.” 
Witness asked her 
what about aud she said she was going 
to w’ork. 
Witness told her she had 
better stay at. home as she was well 
taken care of as Charley made money 
enough. 
Stie said 
she didnt’ 
care 
what he thought about it. 
Stie was 
going to work. 
She seemed mad about 
something and did not sp eak as she 
usually did. 
Sherman, himself, was then p laced 
on the stand. 
He said his name was 
Charles V. Sherman, that he was 31 
years of age and lived in Hamilton, 
Ohio. 
His mother’s name was Mary 
A. Sherman, who was 73 years of age 
awl his father, Charles Sherman had 
been dead 14 years. 
He said he had 
two sisters living, Mrs. Mau l Harold, 
of this oitv, and Mrs. Cecil Rtruhard, 
of Dayton, aud two brothers liviug 
here in Hushvilie. 
He said he was 
horn in Rushville and sp ent his boy­ 
hood days here, attended school here 
under Professors 
Graham, Baldwin 
and others aud lived here until he 
was 17 years old. 
He attended Sun­ 
day school here. 
His father was ja ni­ 
tor of the school house for 11 years. 
He left school when he was 14 years 
old aud worked iu a factory here iu 
Kushville for three years. 
He knew 
Bliss, Mangy, Abercrombie and others, 
whose dep ositions had been 
read in 
the case. 
From Rushviile he said he moved 
to Kokomo. 
He lived at Kokomo for 
six years steady and was there off aud 
on for 10 years. 
From Kokomo he 
went to Cincinnati tor a short time 
and then went to Elwood. 
From Elwood he wear, into the army 
during the Sp anish American war. 
He enlisted at Kokomo in a comp any 
of the Second Indiana M ilitia which 
was afterward the 158 th ludiaua Vol­ 
unteers. 
After he was honorably dis­ 
charged and mastered out of the army 
he returned to Rushviile to visit his 
folks and then went to Richmond to 
resume his emp loyment with the Pan­ 
handle, having enlisted on an indefi­ 
nite leave of absence. 
From Richmond he went to Dayton 
to sw itch in the yards. 
This he said 
was on January 5, 1900. 
He stated 
that he boarded there with his sister 
and knew the witnesses who had ap ­ 
p eared in the case from that city. 
He farther stated that he went to 
Hamilton ou ’August 13. 190» . took a 
p osition as switchman in the C. H. 
A D. yards and had been there since. 
He first met E ra May Sledding at a 
boarding house. 
He afterward saw 
her frequently at the C .. H. 
D. de­ 
p ot, where she was a telegrap h op era

I got down on my knees and 
begged her not to leave me.

her we could get along together and 
that I was sore I would do my p are and 
she got into a good humor again. 
“ I was not home,” continued Sher­ 
m an,” when the trouble took p lace 
between my mother and my wife last 
May. 
But as I was going home to 
dinner and neared the house my wife 
came running out, met me and said, 
“ Vic, either me or your mother has 
got to leave for good. 
She hit me 
over the head with a club.”

I started across the kitch­ 
en to wash when I heard Mayme call 
me and ask me if I was ready for sup ­ 
p er. 
I answered ‘not ‘y e t;’ turned, 
entered the dining room and met her 
crossing out of the p arlor. 
She asked 
m*‘ again if I was randy for sup p er and 
1 told her I was not. 
“ Well, hurry up ” she 
said.

On Dec. 14 last the fed 
oral gran d Jury in Clev eland ret irned 
fiv e in dictm en ts again st Beckwith on 
the charge of v iolatin g the n ational 
ban kin g law« in con n ection with the 
loans m ade to Mrs. Cassie L Chad­ 
wick by th e Citixens N ation al bank of 
Oberlin, erf which deceased was the 
presiden t. 
From the day of his ar­ 
rest Beckw ith’s health failed rapidly, 
as a result of worry ov er his troubles. 
He freq uen tly declared durin g his ill­ 
n ess that he w anted to die. 
For sev ­ 
eral days prior to his death he re­ 
fused to take food in any form. Death 
resuited directly from heart trouble. 
The death of Presiden t Beckwith 
may m aterially weaken th e cases of 
forgery and coak^iracy to m isapply 
bank funds, now charged again st Mrs.
